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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. 

Applicant appears to argue that in the Phillips et al reference glutamate is not "collected" 
from the culture medium. However, a careful review of the specification shows that there is no 
clear definition of "collecting L-glutamic acid, L-proline or L-arginine from the culture" therein. 
It is submitted that the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claims of record includes the 
collection of a sample from the culture medium that includes cells (culture) containing glutamate 
as in the Phillips et al reference . Applicant has not defined "collecting from the culture" to 
require the separation of L-glutamic acid from the cells or from the culture medium as is implied 
by the response. It is emphasized that "culture" is not clearly defined to be either "cells" or 
"culture medium" in the present as-filed specification. 

Therefore, "collecting L-glutamic acid, L-proline or L-arginine from the culture" can be 
reasonably interpreted as broadly as collecting a portion of the culture medium that includes 
cells, since glutamate (and other amino acids) are contained in either or both of the cells and the 
culture medium and samples are collected from the culture as a whole. 

Regarding lack of motivation to collect L-glutamate from the cells, it is noted that there is 
nothing on this record to demonstrate that any Escherichia or any E. coli that is L-isoleucine 
auxotrophic will have the ability to produce L-glutamic acid (or L-proline or L-arginine) beyond 
a basal level as argued. The claims as written merely require any Escherichia or any E. coli to 
be L-isoleucine auxotrophic and to have the ability to produce L-glutamic acid (or L-proline or 
L-arginine). The amount produced is not required to be beyond a basal level. Moreover, 
collection by precipitation, for example, does not require isolation of a particular product beyond 
separation of cells from a cell culture medium, wherein each portion likely contains glutamic 
acid (or L-proline or L-arginine) at least to some extent. 

Therefore the rejection is deemed proper and it is adhered to.
